1. This memorandum contains a recommendation in Paragraph 8. 

2. Tom Ross, of the Washington Bureau, CHICAGO SUN TU’^ISS, and 
De.vid Wise, Washington Bureau, iTEI/ YORK EEPALD TRIBUNE, are doing a 
book on intelligence. 

3 . Ross called me today (9 August 1983 ) to see if I wo^old see 
him with Wise sonetirfte next week to discuss intelligence in general 
and Stewart Alsop's article in the SATURDAY EVEIilNG POST of 27 July - 
3 August in particular. He said he is asking various people within 
the Government for interviews and that he wanted me to knoir he has 
ashed Mr. McCone to see thorn, having made the req.uest to Mr. McCone's 
secretary. 

4. I reported yesterday (8 August I 963 ) to the E:cecutive 
Director that Ed Guthman called to ask if the Attorney General 
should see Ross and Wise, who want to discuss intelligence and es- 
pecially the effectiveness of CIA and other intelligence in relation 
to Cuba since the Ba.j^' of Pigs . The Attorney General has talcen the 
same position regarding Cuba that CIA has had all along, i.e., he 
will not discuss Cuba. I recommended thal the Attorney General 

not grant an interview on intelligence to Ross and Wise, since 
Cuba will be discussed. 

5 . I believe I should discuss with Ross and Wise just what it is 
they have in mind, and as a result of such a meeting, make recommendation 
as to what cooperation, if any, they shoulcl. receive from CIA. 

6. I vrould recommend that at this moment the DCI not see them 
and that no member of the USIB see them.

8. Ross normally covers the Defense Department. 

9. Fnen Ed. Guthman called for Bobby Kennedy last week and asked 
if the Attorney General should see them to discuss intelligence on the 
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Bay of Pigs arid the October I962 crisis, I recomiended that he not see 
them since the CM and now the Attorney General do not discuss Cuba 
with the Press. 


10. Ross and Wise, however, have a much broader. plan which mainly 
concerns intelligence in the whole of the Government, 'iiicy want to 
set into what U3IB does and irhether the DCI, as Chairman of USIB in 
the co.pacity as the President's principal intelligence officer, is 
an improvement over the prior system. Ross raised the question whether 
they r.iignt talk to General Carter, who was omitted from Stevrart Alsop's 
article. 


11. I told Ross there is no question within the Agency of who is 
in command. Everyone knows that John A. McCone is the Commander. Ho 
has delegated considerable a.uthority to General Carter who is Ko. 2. 

M. McCone has strengthened the structure of the Agency, has improved 
and harmonized relations within the community. I told Ross that there 
is no feud and has been no feud bet^-reen DIA and CM., and any differences 
that might come .up are handled by the DCI and McNamara, and in no case, 
as far as I know, has there been any occasion to go to the President 
over any differences. 

12. I-'Jr. McCone has made personnel changes within the Agency, 
bringing in some outstanding people to join the outstanding people 
w'ho comprise the bulk of our personnel.

“Ihe Director j at lunch today saw Tom Ross^, CHICAGO SIEI TliGjS, 
and David Wise, KSW YORK IiKRALD 1F.I3UES, who are writing a booh 
covering the subject of United States intelligence to be published 
by Random House next spring. At the luncheon with the DCI and the 
two newspapermen was Colonel Grogan. The conference continued in 
the Director’s private dining room imtil l4l0 hours. 

The Director, at the outset, said he thought tnat any articles 
or books about intelligence vrere undesirable from the viewpoint of 
an intelligence officer. They send that on the Hill they had heard 
much talk of a Watch-Dog Committee for the CLA.. The Director weno 
into some detail in explaining how the fev; people on such committees 
who receive all the information are reluctant to share their Imow- 
ledge with other members of the Congress not on these special commit- 
tees. He told of experiences with the Atomic Energy Commission 
Joint Committee which did not pass on information to the Foreign 
Relations Committee. He explained in answer to a question that there 
are three committees now known as CIA suocommit oees, and the reason 
there isn’t a fourth is because members of the Senate CIA Subcommittee 
are also members of the Appropriations Committee of the Senate. The 
membership of the Clii. subcommittees is not public, he said. 

Mr. McCone thought the present relationsnip VTith the Congress is 
quite satisfactory as is the relationship of the CIA \m.th the State 
Denai’tment, Defense Department, and Unite House, our principal 
cukomers. He explained his duties as Director of Central Intelligence 
under the law and under the President's directive of 16 January 19o2. 

He explained the functioning of the USIB' and of the Board of Kational 
Estimates and the relationships between DIA and CIA. He went into 
some detail into the functioning of the estimators on the Board, how 
they are staffed by the DDI, how USIB passes on what estimates are to 
be made and the priority, and on the Director's own responsibility for 
the final product. 

There was some discussion of public relations and the desire of 
CIA for anonymity. At the conclusion, Mr. McCone said he might later 
see them again if they so mshed and perhaps go more into the structure 
of CIA and'^the changes he has made. He suggested that maybe ^ they would 
like to submit their copy when they have finished. They said^they 
would have to think that over. He asked them to discuss it witn me.

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They did. They are reluctant but \-7ill think it overi I pointed out 
that it would be helpful to them. We might discover errors. We might 
point out some violations of national security; and having done that 
vrithout attribution^ the final decision would be theirs as to whether 
they accept or don’t accept our suggestions. 

They said they are very anxious to come back again after thejr do 
some vrriting and have another session vrith the Director. They asked 
if they might interview General Carter^ Mr. Helms^ and Mr. ICirkpatricki 
1 told them that since the Director tiad seen them^ no one else in the 
Agency would be made available. They said this was quite satisfactory^
